Springer, 
a retured missionary, spoke Thursday 
a'ternoon at the Christian church.at s.

The leaves of the gingko are light dull green and distinctly 
fan-shaped'with a cleft in the middle. In autumn the leaves turn a light 
yellow. In street planting it is best to use those trees whictudo not bear 
fruit as it has a disagreeable ocfor. The Chinese, however, used the fruit 
which is plumlifce in size and shape; and they also roast the pits and eat 
them.
